2. Claims 12-18, 20-36, 38-40, 86-135, 147, 149-155, 157-158, 160-171, 174-175, 178-195, 
and 206-235 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant has 
sufficiently amended and incorporated the allowable subject matter indicated in the previous 
Office action and via Examiner's Amendment above. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of structural limitation claimed therein, or similarly, to a light source apparatus that 
moves a light source holder perpendicularly relative to a reflector axis via an actuating 
interface/member (externally operable), and while maintaining electrical contact between a light 
source and a source of energy.
